Oklahoma Crop Notes. 
Oklahoma City, Saturday, June IO. 
In the organization of the Co-op­ 
erative Livestock Association made 
possible recently by a 
group of 
leading raisers, Oklahoma livestock 
men have joined the co-operative 
procession that is marching on ev­ 
ery crossroad of the country. With 
the pupose of the organization sim­ 
ilar to that of the wheat growers, 
the cotton growers, the rice and 
truck growers, they have launched 
in Oklahoma the first co-operative 
association of this nature in the 
United States and, according to of­ 
ficials, 
8,000 
men 
have 
already 
signified their willingness to sign. 
One of the biggest savings will 
be made by establishing agencies at 
shipping points which will function 
in the shipment of livestock to mar­ 
ket so that the producer who has 
one animals can get it to market as 
readily and as advantageously as 
though he had a car load. Officials 
elected were T. J. Leahy, president; 
H. C. Lookabaugh, vice president; 
E. G. Eldridge, secretary and W. N. 
Rucker, treasurer. 
Repayments of the war finance 
corporation of agricultural and live­ 
stock loans during May aggregated 
$12,708,756. Of this amount, $9,- 
153,437 was repaid by banking and 
financing institutions, $1,471,097 by 
livestock loan companies, and $2,- 
084 222 by co-operative marketing 
associations. These ready repayments 
seem to indicate an improvement 
in both commercial and agricultural 
businesses and should prove very en* 
couraging indeed. 
On June 7th there was a meet­ 
ing of the various railroads, held 
at Kansas City, for the purpose of. 
discussing the movemen. of the com-) 
ing wheat crop. All roads are mak- 
ing their 
preparations 
and from 
present indicationse there will he no 
great shortage of grain cars in Ok­ 
lahoma, however, it was noticed that 
practically all roads were handi­ 
capped by having a large number 
of bad order cars. These cars are be­ 
ing over-hauled just as rapidly as 
they can be taken care of. 
The railroads 
are 
particularly 
anxious to have the best co-opera 
tion possible from the farmers and 
other shippers of wheat In the wav 
of prompt loading of cars, and they 
are making their arrangements to 
get these cars returned from term ­ 
inal points back to the wheat dis­ 
tricts on a fast schedule, prohibit­ 
ing as much as possible, the loading 
of these cars with rough freight on 
their return. 
All officials present seemed to 
be of the opinion that there would 
be a much smaller demand by export 
trade. Much of the wheat will prob­ 
ably terminate at Kansas City, as 
their elevators will be able to han­ 
dle a big percentage of the south­ 
western wheat. Chicago’s storage ca­ 
pacity is pretty well filled at the 
present time.
